Some correspondence has been published in the Times respecting the preser- 
vation of parochial registers and the inscriptions on tombstones. In the instance 
of the register books kept at synagogues and the register of male births’ preserved 
by the descendants of AMohelim, some efforts should be made by the Board of 
Deputies to provide for their safe custody. Several congregations in England 
have ceased to exist, and others are decaying. No arrangements exist for the 
reservation of the register books of these synagogues. The Board of Deputies 
is clearly the body which should take the matter up. With regard to the in- 
scriptions on tombstones, our neglect has been quite discreditable. One has only 
to visit the old burial grounds in Globe Road, at Hoxton, Mile End, and Hackney, 
to find how few—in fact, scarcely any—of the older inscriptions are still legible. 
Even in the case of the tombstones of Rabbis and Readers, the neglect has been 
the same. The United Synagogue undertakes to keep tombstones in repair, but 
the neglect which we lament is of byegone days, and is now almost irremediable. 
It is possible that the tombstones over the graves of ecclesiastics can. still be 
repaired and the inscriptions replaced, This pious work at least should be under- 
tuken. 


The promotion, which has just been gazetted in the French Oficial Journal, 
of General Aimé Lambert to the grade of General of Division, reminds us of th:

We have no present intention of entering at length into the question of the 


possible adoption of cremation by Jews. At the same time there are one or two 
remarks which even at this stage of the discussion may not be out of place. Itis 
a common mistake to think that burning the dead was the only mode of burial 
practised in Greece and Rome. Recent excavations in Attica, apart from the 
statements of ancient writers, have brought to light graves which seem to indicate 
that unburnt bodies were buried in wooden coffins or in rock-cut chambers. The 
Romans certainly practised inhumation ; according to Cicero, this was originally 
the only mode of burial known. Some Roman families, for instance the Cornelii, 
were noted for the persistentcy with which they resisted the custom of cremating 
the dead ; Sulla being the first in the family to break through the tradition. 
Reference has been made to the use of quicklime in Jewish interments ; we shall 
next week have a word or two to say on that point. It is, however, very curious 
that a similar practice was common among the Greeks, and that, indeed, the term 


sarcophagus or coffin was derived from this very fact. Pliny (Natural History, — 
II., 98) informs us that there existed near Assos, in Troas, a kind of limestone 
— from which coffins were frequently made in cases where resort was had to inhu- 


mation. This stone possessed the remarkable power of destroying the corpse 
within forty days ; and the coffin of which this peculiar species of stone formed 
the material, was not inaptly termed sarcophagus, literally the flesh-eater. The 
word sarcophagus, perhaps from a feeling of it peculiar appropriateness, came to 
be applied in later times to any receptacle of the dead, | 


Mr. Edward B. Nicholson, M.A., the Bodleian Libranan, writes to our 


contemporaries the Athen@wn and the Academy regarding the long-promised 
subject-catalogue of the Bodleian Library. Only scholars can appreciate the value 
of this stupendous undertaking. Mr. Nicholson also refers to the Openheimer 
collection of Hebrew Books and MSS., now located at Oxford, and offers copies 
of the catalogue to any Ibraries from which application is made. This collection 
was the result of the life-work of R. David Openheimer, Chief Rabbi of Prague, 
and was made at very great cost. In 1820 the catalogue, a very complete one] in 
every way, in Hebrew and Latin, Was prepared to facilitate the proposed sale of 
the library, which was eventually acquired for Oxford. We certainly recom- 
ynend the Librarians of Jews’ College and the Beth Hamidrash to take advantage of 
Mr. Nicholson’s present offer and to become possessed of a very valuable aid to 
the study of Hebrew literature, This assumes, of course, that our libraries have 
not already obtained copies of the catalogue. We should add that the volume 
is @ winal] octave, andlconsists of nearly 750 pages. 


Some remarkable facts have beem brought to light respecting the owl as an 
emblem of death, and Mr, E. Marshall quotes Josephus as affording an historical 
reference to this wide-spread belief. “But as he (Ze. the King Agrippa) pre- 
sently afterwards looked up he saw an owl sitting on aéertain rope over his head, 
and immediately understood that the bird was a messenger of ill tidings, as it 
hid once been the messenger of good tidings to him;and fell into the deepest 
sorrow. + Accordingly he was carried into the palace ; and the rumour 
went abroad everywhere, that he would certainly die in a little time.” (Anti- 
quities xix., 8.) Ona former occasion, however, Agrippa had been told that the 
same bird foreboded good fortune to him, though he he had been warned that at a 
future period when he saw the bird again, he would know that he had but five 
days to live. (Antiq. xviii, 6.) Therefore we are not inclined to place upon 
Josephus’ words the interpretation above suggested. It is very curious that 
Eusebius, who quotes this passage from Josephus, substitutes “ angel” for “ owl” 
to assimilate the present statement with Acts xii, 23. Josephus is fond of record- 
ing coincidences of the kind illustrated in the story related above. We do not 
inean to imply that the owl superstition is unknown in later Jewish literature. 


In the present era of anti-Jewish persecutions and riots it may be interesting 
to recall to mind a persecution of Jews which took place in Portugal at the com- 
mencement of the 16th century,and which, although fraught with terrible results 
for the victims, terminated far from favourably for the oppressors, thanks to the 


sense of justice entertained by the reigning Sovereign. In the year 1506 sixteen 


proselytes at Lisbon were accused of having celebrated the Passover festival with 
their former coreligionists, thereby ridiculing the ceremony of baptism and their 
profession of Christianity. The King of Portugal ordered their arrest, but after 
atime he set them at liberty. Thereupon some monks, who hated the Jews, 
spread a report that the prisoners had purchased their release by bribing the 
King’s Attorney, and they called upon the citizens to annihilate the enemies of 
Christianity.

The evil 
example spread, and no less than 1,630 Jewish inhabitants of villages surrounding 
Lisbon were strangled and otherwise put to death. When the tidings of these 
acts of barbarity reached the King, who was then residing at a distance of four- 
teen miles from the capital, he sent his Attorney to Lisbon, with instructions to 


prison the instigators and ringleaders of the excesses. Their punishment was 
most severe.

safety was guaranteed by a Board, which never paid the penalty of failure, Are 
there not still among us many of age, ease, and influence who would find time and 
disposition to become a member of such a Board? 7

Sik,—I think Miss Ballin has great reason to complain of the manner your 
correspondent Dy has thought fit to adopt towards her and her arguments. Your 
,eaders will decidedly agree with me that Miss Ballin has studied her subject well ; 
a ud that she is therefore entitled to respect, even from the pen of an opponent who 
believes her arguments to be worthless, because they emanate froma “ young lady. 
I, for one, have derived more instruction from the few luminous remarks of Miss: 
Ballin than from the voluminous Bible quotations of your correspondent D1.

Professor Bianchi explained already in the year 1864 that the cause of the plague at 
Modena was due to excavations made in some ground where, 300 years before, the 
victims of the plague had been interred. Mr. Cooper, in his works on the “ Causes of 
F  ecome Epidemics, describes how the excavations made for sewers in the site where the 
3 victims of the plague were interred, enhanced the violence of the cholera which 
yisited London in 1854. The outbreak of the plague in Egypt in 1823 has also been 
traced to the opening of a disused burial greund at Relioub, 14 miles from Cairo, 

In view of these facts, Task your correspondent §D)* whether these things do 
not speak in favour of cremation, 

There are, however, some other facts which I should like to quote: “ The dead 
poison the living.” Dr. Parkes, in his * Practical Hygiene,” 4th edition, 1873, says, 
That the decomposition of bodies gives rise to a very large amount of carbonic 
acid ; ammonium and an offensive putrid vapour are also given off. The air of 
most cemeteries is richer in carbonic acid (‘7 to'9, Ramon de Luna), and the organic 
matter is perceptibly large when tested by potassium permanganate,

Committee at Galatz and its officials, had been charged by the latter with factious 
opposition, It appears. however. that after the retreat of the Bacau party. this op- 
position has taken hold of the other colonists also. for there arrived here a certain 
Mr. Hermann Pascal, of Samarin. who, as the President of the Local Committee of 

the colony, printed in the Hebrew weekly Hahazalith all their grievances, together — 
with an exposition of the sad state of their affairs. All the fault m Iaid. of conree. at 
the doors of the Central Committee. which, instead of looking facts boldly in the face. 
had from the first allowed themselves andthe world to be blinded hy cooked reports, 
by the mismanagement of their officials enormous atms had been spent withont any 


real advantage to the colonists. They have sent a deputation of five persons to 


Galatz, the cost being renerously defrayed vour noble MAN, Mr. Oliphant. 
with the aid of Mr. Hirsch. the Director of ° Mikveh Israel.’ There seems to be no 
doubt that the colonists are selling or pawning their last valuables to procure 
bread,

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THE ANTI-JEWISH RIOTS IN HUNGARY. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


BUDA-PESTH, Sept. 7, 18°8. 


‘The latest series of persecutions of the Jews in this nineteenth century has 
selected Hungary as the point of attack. This circumstance is remarkable from 
pore than one point of view. Hungary had come to be considered as a kind of 
Austrian Holland, as a religious free harbour, as an asylum of toleration ; it is true 
that it was not a high degree of culture which raised Hungary to this position, but 
the indifference of its inhabitants; enough that it was a tolerant country, We 
may start with the premise that whatever comes from Russia is in Hungary regarded 
with aversion and discarded ; so hostile are the two cotntriés that the very reason 
why no one here dreaded an anti:Jewish outbreak was that it originated in Russia. 
And even when the anti-Semitic pest had broken out in this country, when the mob 
at Pressburg had commenced to break the windows of houses inhabited by Jews, 
even then one heard on all sides that anti-Jewish excesses in Hungary could only 
obtain a footing in German or Slovak districts, but certainly never in purely Magyar 
provinces, And now it is from the very heatt of Hungary itself, from the thoroughly 


Magyar counties of Zala and Somogy, that dreadful reports come daily of fresh out- 


breaks and riots against the Jews. The circumstances are extraordinary ; it is no 
wonder, then, that the most curious explanations are given as to the causes f the 
movement, | 


Above all, you should not allow yourselves to be persuaded into the belief that 
ihe anti-Jewish agitation in Hungary is of a social character. The origin of. the 
widely spread antipathy towards the Jews has to be sought in the envy and hatred 
of those who have nothing towards the owners of property, of the impoverished 
spendthrifts towards the frugal economisers ; but Istoczy might have lived many 
nore centuries and yet these feelings would nevet have found expression in deeds. 
In the worst days of Bary’s investigation, when the dissolute press, like a pack of 
hounds let loose, fell upon the poor Jews, there was not the slightest talk of any 
hodily attacks upon our people. It may be that the tension existed ; but the explo- 
sion was caused by one circumstance only—the verdict in the Tisza-Eszlar trial. The 
acquittal of the accused was a denunciation, an incitement towards hatred against 
the entire Jewish body in Hungary; the acquittal at Nyiregyhaza was the signa] 
for uproar, for vengeance against all the followers of Judaism in this country. 

In order to understand this, and to obtain a clear insight into the psychology of 
this fact, it is necessary to glance back at the course of events, The inquiry into 
the Tisza-Eszlar case lasted fifteen months ; every day brought new evidence of the 
earnestness and energy with which the authorities sought to cast ight on this mys- 
terious affair :.an unscrupulous press engendered a belief in the conimittal of a 
crime, of which all proof was wanting ; infernal inventions excited the imagination 
of a people, at all times eager for terrible stories ; a thirst for vengeance and retri- 


lution seized hold of the people, who, with the blood-thirstiness of a tiger, could no | 


longer await the day when blood would be shed for blood, Already on his first visit 
to Nyiregyhaza the Attorney-General Kozma noticed, as I mentioned to you at the 
time, that the women were speaking in the most violent and brutal manner about 
the result of the case,and that the execution of the butchers was regarded as a 
certainty, Then came the days of the final trial ; the general impatience and ten- 
sion went beyond all bounds. President and tribunal awakened the wildest hopes ; 
in the Court itself there roared and blustered like conquerors a wild mob, an anti- 
Semitic rabble, It was no trial ; it was open war, An entire county was desperately 
lirhting for its fixed idea ; truth was dead; falsehood raised its head more audaci- 
ously than ever; that which was deposed to yesterday was retracted to-day ; the 
oath of to-day became perjury on the morrow ; no means appeared too wicked to 
bring about the desired result, and to show the Jews this once that they cannot be 
allowed to do what they like with impunity, that an entire Hungarian county does 
not put something into its head in vain, and that Hungarian nobles are still more 
powerful than a handful of butchers. The public imagination was filled with the 
idea of the gallows ; the hanging butchers and the murdered Christian child became 
the theme of actual performances, | 

Seven weeks the struggle lasted ; Moritz Scharf and Matej firmly repeated their 
lessons, and an entire district lief and swore at command. Nearer and nearer came 
the day when the verdict was to be pronounced. Then occurred the unexpected ; 
the Court refused to allow Moritz Scharf to be sworn, and the butchers were 
acquitted, So heavy wasjthe blow, so intense the disillusion that the stupefied mob 


needed time to recover, ere, led on by anti-Semites who were lying in ambush, they © 
dealt out retribution and vengeance for the unexampled mockery of right, for the 


brutal dissipation of the sweet imagination about the gallows, In the Court-room 


at Nyiregyhaza, so we were told, Hungarian justice had been t:ampled under foot ; 


the J ews not only dared to murder, but even held judges in their hands, It was 
then time to rise, to throw off the yoke, and to put an end to the shameful foreign 
domination, It is affirmed that young Christian girls belonging to the better classes 


publicly expressed themselves thus : “If only two butchers had been hung; but to — 


acquit the lot, that was too much,”’ This implies that right and the country received 
slap in the face ; that corruption was placed on the throne, and that the law was 
trampled under foot. History has taught us a hundred times over to what extremes 
a frantic mob will go, when it has become disappointed. As during the course of 
the trial everybody's mind was attacked by the belief that Esther Solymosi had been 
murdered by the Jews, so towards the end all evil instincts gave way to the idea that 
the Jews would be executed. 

From allthis it may be seen with convincing clearness and simplicity how the 
most Hungarian of counties had suddeuly gone mad, These, too, were the first to

THE TURKISH COMPASSIONATE FUND.° 


Although upwards of seven years have elapsed since the outbreak of the Russo 
Turkish War, the horrors of that desperate campaign, and the terrible sufferings of 


the inhabitants of the districts in which the struggle was carried on, are stil] fresh 


in the minds of the public. Nor will they have forgotten the touching appeals on 
behalf of the victims of the war, which were published in the Dail y Telegraph by 
that’ noble-hearted pnilanthropist, the Baroness Burdett Coutts, and which gave 
birth to the Turkish Compassionate Fund, Ina handsomely bound and printed

volume, Mr. Mainwaring Dunstan, Secretary, we believe, of the Baroness Burdett _ 


Coutts, has given an interesting narrative, compiled from voluminous notes taken 
by Mr. W. Burdett Coutts (then known as Mr. W. L. Ashmead-Bartlett) of the 
operations of the fund, of which the last-named gentleman was the Special Com. 
missioner, Ample testimony in the shape of letters of thanks (printed in the 
appendix) is produced to show the permanent success of the humane work which 
Mr. Ashmead-Bartlett and others, who with unceasing zeal and self-denial aided him 
in his task, performed in the devastated and poverty-stricken regions, The benefits 
of the fund which reached a total of upwards of £43,391, were accorded alike to 
Christians, Mahommedans, and Jews, the administration of the money and clothing 
apportioned to the latter being confided to Signor 8, Fernandez of Constantinople 
This gentleman's wife, Madame Hélene Fernandez, likewise performed good services 
as a member of the Ladies’ Committee in the same city. The sum granted in relief 
to the Jews was 1,316 Turkish pounds, and if this figure appear insignificant in 
comparison with the total of the collection, it should be borne in mind that at the 
same time there existed in London a Jewish * Turkish Sufferers’ Fund,’ called into 
existence hy the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association, which dis 
pensed several thousands of pounds principally among Jews. The list of 
subscriptions to the Compassionate Fund contains many Jewish names : and ina 
letter written at that time by Mr. Ashmead-Bartlett to the Daily Telegraph, he re: 
ferred to this circumstance, and mentioned that after the Baroness Burdett Coutts’ 
initiatory gift of £1,000, the first contribution to the fund was made by Sir Moses 
Montefiore to the amount of £20,

THE ANTI-JEWISH RIOTS IN RUSSIA, 


[REUTER’S TELEGRAMS], 


BERLIN, SEPT. 7. 
Particulars teceived here concerning the anti-Jewish excesses which occurred 
at Jrklejevo, in the Government of Pultowa, on the 27th ult., during the annual 
fair at that place, state that about 1,000 rioters made a sudden attack upon the 
Jewish dealers, destroyed their booths, and carried off everything within reach. 
The authoritics were powerless to prevent the plundering, which was only stopped 
after it had been proceeding for four hours, by the arrival of a detachment. of 
troops which had been summoned to a scene of the disturbance. The losses of 
the Jews, who were deprived of all they possessed, are estimated at 100,000 


roubles.

In the province of Poltowo all the stalls belong- 
ing to Jews at a local fair were demolished because a Christian boy had been 
struck during a theatrical performance given by a wandering troop of Hebrew 
pliyers. The boy, it appears, cut a hole inthe tent from the outside in order to 
look through, and received a blow in the face. At Longansk, on the Don, placards 
were posted up threatening a general attack upon the Jews on the 18th and 19th 
of August, and another boy was within an ace of affording the usual pretext for 
the execution of this threat by breaking the windows of a Jew’s shop and being 
well cuffed, sut, luckily, a disturbance was prevented by the presence of a large 
number of the rural guards, brought in from the surrounding eountry. Most of 
the Jews had fled, bag and baggage, on the previous day. ;

THE JEWS’ FREE SCHOO}, 


Tix new buildings of the Jews’ Free School, of which we gave a full 
necount in our last week’s issue, are now completed, and the inauguration 
will take place next month, This ceremony will not alone celebrate an 
extension of the school’s Jocal; it will inaugurate a new life to an insti- 
tution which is perhaps the greatest triumph of Jewish organising power in 
England, | 

We need scareely say that we can wish no better for the school than to 
hope that its new hfe may be as prosperous as the old. We explained 
receutly the stages by which the school has grown into the largest educa- 
tional institution of and probably in the world.  And_ its 
eficiency has fully kept pace with its material growth. Notwithstanding 
the more and more requirements of the new, the newer, 
newest Code, the reports of TLM. Inspectors have year 
alter year been little more than an expression of astonished admiration at 
the excellence of the school. ‘To keep the largest school in the world in a 
state of efliciency would have been no small triumph of administrative skill ; 
to keep it at the very highest stage of efficiency is an amount of success 
which makes the school almost a national institution. 

We are not merely expressing communal opinion in referring in these 
high terms to the Jews’ Free School. It has recently formed the subject of 
vn eulogium on the part of Mr. Munpevia, the gentleman who holds the 
lighest position in the’ Educational Department.

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THE JEWS IN HUNGARY.

The new Constitution was, of course, entirely beneficial to the Jews. They 
had a better chance of recovering debts due to them, and they could claim the 
protection of the laws, a protection to which, before 1848, they had no right 
whatever. In fact, previousyl to the revolution, they had no legal right to live at 
all. The murder of a Jew, of course, was not expressly permitted ; but it would 
probably have been less severely punished than the killing of a horse belonging 
to an Austrian officer. Now they had a right to live, to settle under certain 
restrictions, to protection for their goods and chattels, and to worship in their 
own way. Rosenblum and his friends, therefore, progressed and flourished. In 
some of the larger towns such as Pest, Arad, and Debreczin, the richer Jews 
began to discard their special costume and to venture to assume the same dress 
as their fellow citizens. Those who could afford it obtained tutors for their 
children, for the public schools were still practically closed to them. It was not 
possible for a Jewish child to attend a school where he would not only be treated 
with scorn and contumely, but where a large crucifix was erected over the 
teacher's desk, and where priests were the managers of the whole scheme of 

education. 
The monopolies were farmed out as before, with the difference that village 
vestries, town councils, or municipal committees now sold the privileges which 
had formerly been in the hands of the nobility. And the Jews purchased these 
privileges and worked them on a larger scale than ever. Not one in a hundred 
of the distillers was a Christian ; not more than one in ten of the millowners. 
Gradually, as communications with Western Europe improved, cattle from the 
rich Hungarian plains was sent for sale to the large cities of the less fertile 
countries. The Jews holding in their hands the great distilleries, and possessing 
available cash, took up the cattle trade, and fattened their bullocks on the mush 
and grains from their stills. No one could compete with them in this line, as 
the oxen which came fresh from the pastures fetched far less money than the 
store-fed cattle of the Jews. In the villages, the newly created class of peasant 
proprietors soon got deeply into debt to the Jewish publican. Not only did the 
nnprudent Hungarian or Wallach peasant postpone peyment for the liquor he 
consumed, but he was often unable to meet the demands of the tax-gatherer, and 


the keeper of the local public house lent him the required money at a rate of 


Interest which was sometimes extortionate but often reasonable. In the towns: 
the ncher Jews began to start small banking establishments, and to correspond 
with the older and powerful firms in Vienna, Munich, and Frankfort. Some 
sent their sons to the German universities, where their crecd stood less in 
their way ; others obtained for them small situations in commercial houses on the 
West of the Danube. Many of the younger men drifted to Vienna and remained 

there, working as jobbers on the Bourse, or becoming. money changers and bill 

discounters ona small seale. Some even began to study law, and as they were 

deficient neither in ability nor in industry, passed the necessary examinations, 

and took the oath of fealty when, after the Italian War of 1859, Jews were 

admitted to the Austrian bar. A few ventured, timidly enough, to try their 

hands at literature, and contributed to the small and unimportant journals of the 

Empire. But though their position might be improving, they had as yet neither 

political nor social status. With the exception of the Rothschilds and the 
Wodiauers and a few other banking firms of old standing, the Jews. still 

laboured under the disabilitics created by centuries of oppression, which a few 

years of comparative freedom could not remove. | | 

VE. 

At last, between 1859 and 1866 education was | secularised, the last 
vestiges of medieval legislation were removed. The Jews in all parts of the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire were placed on the same footing as their fellow sub- 
jects. In the new Hungarian Kingdom they served in the army, they could 
oceupy any position in the State, they could purchase land, and they could con- 
struct their synagogues wherever and whenever they pleased. The effect of the 
removal of all restrictions was of course t> relax the bonds which had kept them 
together. They no longer worked in harmony as before. Some remembering 
former persecutions and fearing, with good reason, as now appeared, a renewal of 
them, thought it good policy to make themselvesas Hungarian as possible, and to: 
pretend to be descendants of old. Magyars. They changed their German names 


and took Hungarian ones. Some few even ignored their former brethren and | 


abandoned their faith. But the result of this conduct has scarcely been so 
satisfactory as to encourage other Jews to follow the example. For now, more 


than ever, the business of the country is in the hands of the Israelites. They | 


continue to farm the monopolies, to carry on the grain trade, to export cattle, to 
lend money, to distil spirits, and to work on the various exchanges. They have 
bought the majority of the newspapers, and their talents have enabled them 
to take prominent positions in the legal profession. There are many Jewish 
members of the Hungarian Parliament, there has even been a Jewish 
Minister of State. But still they do not form part and parcel of the 
nation; they are not yet Hungarians. Some of them think that money 


can do everything, and offend by their purse-proud arrogance. Others 


have striven for titles of nobility. and have obtained them only to tind that the 
old Magyar nobles treat them with scarcely concealed contempt. Their industry 
and intelligence have secured them some of the finest positions in the State, but 
with few exceptions, those very positions cause them to be regarded with envy 
and dislike. In the smaller towns and villages, Jews are universally the richest 
men, and live in the best houses, But the peasants, who are in their debt, hate 
them as only an impecunious debtor can hate a creditor ; and the landowner 
refuses to treat them as equals, though in most cases they are as well educated, as 
intelligent, and as refined, as the great man himself, Many generations of oppres- 
Sion and contumely had made the Jews personally timid and bumble ; a sudden 


rise has made some of them arrogant and offensive, The Hungarians ¢ti]} belie 


them cowards (though recent events have proved that such is not the Cas 
and the Hungarian has the greatest contempt for a coward. . Unfortunately rs 
opinion secretly entertained of the Jews by the large majority of Hungarians , 
supported by the continuous stream of emigration of poor Jews from Galicia ihe 
Russian Poland. The Rosenblums of 1883 are still the old Rosenblums of 1823 | 
The latter is dead ; his son is 'a banker at Vienna, and _ his grandson, havin in 
Hungarian name, is a member of the Lower House ; but another sct, drive 
of Russia by oppression, has come across the frontier to carn a scanty livelihood 
as well as their ignorance and their miscrable condition will permit. In Hungary 
they have a choice, in Poland and Russia they haye none. And the tnodern 
Rosenblum is in every respect like the old one, except that recent persecution 
has made him poorer and more unhappy. He still wears a greasy gaberdine 
and greasier curls on his temples; he still talks J ewish-German, vesticns 
lates continually, and assures everyone that he is the poorest wretch on 
God’s earth. And between Rosenblum of the distillery in Balasfalva, near the 
Roumanian frontier, and Tehery Istvan, the member of Parliament at Buda 
Pest, Jeitelles, the great banker, are thousands of other Jews in various positions 
of fortune, all striving upwards, all progressing in their various ways, some 
foreclosing mortgages on great estates and taking the places of the wasteful old 
landowners, some astonishing the Bar andthe Bench by their eloquence, some 
writing startling newspaper articles ; others causing wheat to rise and fall in the 
local markets by a stroke of the pen, or making thousands by floating a building 
scheme ; as a whole none falling back in the rear, but all working on and on, 
edging their lazier and less prudent fellow citizens out of one position after the 
other, securing to themselves the advantages which a little labour or a little in- 
telligence might have given to the Hungarian—and all in their various ways 
attaining a success in life which the peasant, the trader, and the nobleman of 
Hungarian blood envy, but cannot or will not imitate. 

That the means by which the Jews have attained these results have not 
always been the noblest it would be idle to deny. It must be admitted tha 
cunning and falsehood have sometimes played an important part in the earlier 
stages of their progress ; but as in the long run commercial success depends on 
honest adherence to engagements and unwearying industry, the means of ascent 
have probally not been blameworthy on the whole. In the meantime the whole 
country has been enriched by forms of industry which the indigenous inhabitants 
would not have had the genius to practise. But whatever be the means, the 
results are tangible, and are not such as to gain for them the love 
and esteem of their less successful fellow countrymen. Underlying 
the Tisza-Eszlar trial and the other minor explosions against them, is 
the deep consciousness on the part of the lower-class Hungarians that 
they have been beaten in the race. It ts never pleasant to le beaten, 
and when the race is for wealth, for position, for everything which makes life 
worth living, it makes life more bitter than words can tell. Recent events are 
symptoms of an impossible but not unnatural desire of revenge on the victors. 
The means by which they have been coimpassed are not fair, say the Hungarians, 
and this allegation makes the hatred deeper, But the Hungarians forget, as 
conceited people always forget, that the faults are not all on one side. The 
Hungarians have the virtues and vices of courtly soldiers of a bygone age ; they 
are brave to recklessness, and reckless to the verge of folly ; they have a certain 
amount of polish, which goes no deeper than the polish on cheap furniture ;

they are absolutely without any conscience, in our acceptation of the term, 1g 


norant of the progress of this century, and cursed with an overweening sense of 
their own superiority. They are idle, careless, enthusiastic, and vain to an extent 
which would be incredible in sober England. Every one of these peculiarities 
finds its opposite in the Jews whom they hate and despise. The Jews are’ sober, 
hardworking, acute, orderly, persevering, and economical ; and many of them 
have no mean share of that “sacred fire of genius which raised Meyebeer, 
Beaconstield, Fould, and so many others to a proud position in the memory of 
their coreligionists. The Hungarians do not appear to remember that the pros: 
perity of their country, nay, its very position in Europe, is entirely owing to the 
Jews. If to-morrow all the Jews were expelled, Hungary would sink at once to 
the species of Montenegro, a country of no importance to the world, inhabited by 
a crowd of handsome and perhaps chivalrous bandits. The railways are due to 
the Jews ; the export trade of grain and cattle was initiated by the Jews : the 
very independence of the kingdom is in a great measure due to the Jews. There . 
is not a single branch of industry, not a single mine, not a corn amill, not 4- 
factory, which has not been either created or made what it is by one of the 
despised race. They are the pillars of the State, and without them the whole 
fabric would collapse. But the jealousy of their well-deserved success 1s 8° 
great, and the views of the Hungarians are so ingrained, that it is only mm 
the gradual spread of education and enlightenment among both Jews ant 
Hungarians that we must look for a remedy. As the corners gradually weat 
off, and both sides become more reconciled to each other by the ties of business 
of friendship, and of politics, the numbers of Jew-haters on one side, and of 
petty usurers and distillers on the other, will gradually diminish. Until then, 
bearing in mind the position of the Jewish race in Hungary, we cannot be 
surprised at occasional violent explosions of hatred, though we may do out best 
to discourage them and to relieve the sufferers.

and real value of Luther's work. There is some truth in the assertion, attributed 
in turn to various celebrities, that Luther postponed the Reformation for at least 
Q generation after it ould have Wo ked itself out in the natural course of events, 
On the other hand, there 1s ca foundation Whatever forthe assumption of Catho- 
lie writers to the effect that Germany held a higher position in literature, science, 
and art in 1485 than it oceupies at the present moment. To us. interesting as 
Hese considerations are, there is an aspect of the discussion of far ereater 
importance and that, it 1s scarcely tcc to add, is the relation between 
Luther and Judaism. What he owed to Jews, directly or indirectly » what he 
wrote concerning the Jews ; what he did for and against the Jews = theso beine 
points to which Luther’s ordinary biographers do but seant justice, our present 


task is rendered more important than it might otherwise seem, 


For the first twenty-five years of his life, Luther came into no relation with 
Jews or Judaism. In 1500, however, whilst walking in a field with a friend. both 
were struck down by a flash of lightning. Luther escaped, but his friend 
erished ; and the former vowed, on the spot, that he would renounce the world 
and become a monk. In accordance with this vow Luther joined, on July 17th, 
the Augustine monastery of Erfurt. The reputation for scholarship and boldness 
in expressing his views which he had formerly enjoyed was so much enhanced 
hy his studies in the monastery that in 1508 he was ealled to the Professorship of 
Philosophy in the newly-established University of Wittenberg. So far however, 
Luther had not given much attention to Hebrew : he even asserts that he was 
twenty years old before he had ever seen the Bible. As an indieaition of the 
general ignorance on Biblical questions, as well as in contrast to the state of 
things when Luther's life-work was done, may be quoted the following remark- 
able passage from Sismond1 (dListory of France d64): In 1530 a French 
monk sald from the pulpit: * They have found out a new lanenice ealled 
Greek ; we must carefully guard ourselves agaist it. “That language will be the 
mother of all sorts of heresies. [see in the hands of a great number of persons 
a book written in this language culled the New Testament: it is a book full of 
brambles with vipers in them. As tothe Hebrew, whoever learns that becomes a 
Jewatonce. g | 


I uther now entered a world which, if he himself was to powerfully influence 
its destinies, had already been greatly medified by the efforts of men like Eras- 
mus ind Reuchlin. These had, In spite of ereneral ohloguy ancl opposition, 
devotcd themselves. to the study of Greek and Hebrew, and had not feared 
boldly to express their views on the doctrines and literature of the Jews. 
Reuchlin, in particular, had risked a ereat deal in his noble advocacy of Judaism 
against the calumnies of Pfefferkorn and the forces of the Dominican Friars. In 
his antagonism to the Pope he had prepared the way for Luther ; and this fact 
both Luther and his opponents were not slow to recognise. Soon after his. first 
breach with Rome (1517), Luther writes to Reuchlin (December, 1518) : * fuisti 
tu sane organum consilu divini, sicut tibi ipsi incognitum. ita onmmibus purae 
theologiae studiosis expectatissimum.”  Reuchlin was indeed just now at the pin- 
nacle of his fame. The Pope who had ordered the destruction of the Talmud 
by fire was dead, and his successor, Leo X.pso far from condemning the Tabnud, 
authorised its publication. In 1520, therefore, the first complete printed edition 
of the Talmud was issued by Daniel Bomberg. of Antwerp, the Jerusalem 
Talmud being added three years later. It is hardly possible to over-estimate the 
assistance Luther derived from this thorough-going tritmph of Reuchlin and the 
Jews, If the Dominican lines were broken through so successfully at one point. 
why not at others? Pfefferkorn was quite aware of the cogency of this reason: 
ing; and about this period he published his last word to Reuchlin, which, if it 
bears witness to all his former bitterness and ignorance of the points in dispute, 
displays a considerable amount of practical discernment. Why had not the Pope 
originally followed his advice to burn Reuchlin at the stake? Reuchlin he mildly 
terms “ Head Officer of Villainy,” “ Teacher of lies,” “Slanderer of the Ioly 
Church,” ‘ Falsitier of the Sacred Writings.” “ You think,” storms the defeated 
Pfefferkorn, “ that we have at present so much on our hands with Martin Luther 
that men will forget you. Reuchlin, I tell you, and believe me, you will not be 
forgotten, . Had the Pope eight years ago treated you as you deserved, 
Martin Luther would not have dared even to think, let alone write, what las been 
urged against Christianity.” 

We can find no difficulty, then, in accounting for the manner in which Luther 
prayed Reuchlin for his support and friendship. Not only was Reuchlin foremost 
among the Hebrew scholars of the day, but his countenance was of great value 
to one who was partially, at least, about-to follow in his footsteps. Lrasumius, 
unlike Reuchlin, replied very coldly to Luther’s appeal. He rebuked hia for the 
utter want of moderation in his controversial language. It is very important 
that We should say a word or two on this aspect of Luther's character, for a due 
appreciation of it will] spare his memory some reproach, Luther himself asserts 
that he never wrote, or preached his best, unless he was in a passion. More than 
this, the historical character he is fondest of putting forward as his models 

aul. Martin Luther admired the vehemence and violence of his ideal ; and he 
certainly came very near his model in his attempted imitation. Besides, the age 
in which Luther lived is not noted for controversial courtesy ; and this must also 
be allowed for in rightly estimating the violence and energy of expression that 
requently appears deserving of a far harder name. 

It was, naturally, owing to his proposed translation of the Old Testament 
that Luther first came into direct contact with Jews. During his famous visit to 
tome (1510 or 1511, the exact date is uncertain), Luther is stated to have made

A few years after Luthev’s translation of the Bible was finished, the charges 
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against the Jews of exclusiveness in religion, hatred to Christianity, and child- 


marder for ritual purposes were revived, and a circumstance occurred that was — 


as fuel to Luther's fiery disposition, A sect arose, at this period, whose funda- 

mental doctrine was the negation of the Trinity ; later on known as Unitarians, 

they were in the first instance confounded with the Jews, and were designated 
Judenzer, Semi-Judaei. Within a brief space, too, a dialogue between a Jew 
and a Christian was published in which the falsity of the Christian interpretations 
of the Old Testament was forcibly demonstrated, the author of the dialogue 
being a Christian. All this could do the Jews no good. Luther tolerated them 
as long as they were passive, and acknowledged to be objects of mercy. But when 
they became aggressive, Luther, never too long-suffering, lost all patience. Worst 
of all, in 1541 there appeared a Judenbiichlein, also written by a Christian, but 
this time by an active follower of Luther, in which Judaism comes very favour- 
ably off in a comparison with Christianity. One point, noticed by Graetz, may 
he mentioned. The author has an ingenious suggestion in explanation of the 
revival of the child-murder accusation. He asserts that it was owing :to the 
double meaning of the Hebrew word O97 (“imoney,” and “blood.”) If, he 
remarks, a Jewish writer speaks of “aman of money,’ aChristian misinterprets 
it “a man of blood.” 


In 1542 Luther replied to all these efforts in his work “ Von den Juden und 


ihren Liigen.” He would never have thought it worth while to interfere with 
Jews or Judaism but for the falsehoods of certain “miserable, wicked 
men,’ who were deceiving Christians with an appearance of truth. The Jews 


might quit Germany without exciting any regret—indeed, Christians would wil- 


lingly subscribe towards the expenses of shipping them to their’own land. At 
resent they were a “ heavy load, a plague, a pestilence, a profitless. calamity.” 
Cheir Rabbis taught that it was lawful to kill Christians, to break faith with 
them, and that to rob them was no crime. Jewish synagogues should be razed 
to the ground, and the Talmud, Bible, and prayer-books destroyed. Jews must 
ndét be permitted to travel ; “let them remain at home.” They were not to be 
forbidden to lend money at interest. Ohno? But all their ready money was to 
be taken away from them. Able-bodied Jews and Jewesses should be forced to 
work for the pubhe service. All this, Luther remarked, would coynpel the Jews 
to leave Germany ina body. | 
Of this work Matthesius, than whom none could speak with higher authority, 
asserts, * Not that Luther resolved to convert the Jews thereby, but that he cleared 
the Rabbinical mire from many beautiful passages of the Old Testament, and 
warned the Christians against their shameful falsehoods, and at the same time 
instructed the civil magistrates how to deal with the Jews, Personally he would 
willingly have served the Jews, as he allowed several to be baptised and recom- 
mended them to good friends ; but they did not remain steadfast to the Faith,” 
This, added to what goes before, explains everything, oo 
Luther, therefore, stands in a double relation to Judaism. He was its friend 
inasmuch as the leading principle of his life inclined him to sympathise with 
What Papisin condemned, and its foe in that he was ever active and zealous for the 
spread of the Reformed Faith, At the outset of his career the former motive 
predominated, the more so since he needed the help of Jews and the countenance 
of their friends, As his life drew to a close the latter motive alone had weight 
with him. ‘The injury he did the Jews is inestimable. But this at least we may 
credit him with. Ue no more foresaw what wide-spread influence his attacks on 
the Jews would in course of time exercise, than he anticipated the results of the 
Reformation that he inaugurated in the religion of the civilised world. 


THE JEWS OF BELGIUM. 
[PROM OUR TRUSSELS CORRESPONDENT. ] 
[FIRST ARTICLE.) 

I have been able, as the result of enquiry and observation, to get together some 
interesting facts respecting the Jews of Belgium and their institutions, As the 
details have never been published in England, you will probably consider them I 
think. deserving of a place in the Jewish Chronicle, 

The Jewish population of Belgium, with over six millions of inhabitants, has 
been roughly computed to consist of 5,000 persons, Congregations exist in six towns : 
Brussels, Antwerp, Li¢ge, Arlon, Ghent and Namur. The order in which I have 
mentioned these towns indicates the relative magnitude of the Jewish populations, 
Brussels ‘(general population, with that of suburbs, in 1876—384,848) — is 
believed to contain from 2,000 to 2,500 Jews, Antwerp (general population 148,814) 
hae 1800, At Liege (general population 116,000), the congregation consists of 524 
contributing members (membres effectifs), Arion (general population 6,800) has 28 


Jewish families, comprising 104 souls, At Ghent (general population 131,000) there 
are about 20 families—say 80 souls, Namur (general population 27,000) comes last 


with 16 families, with a total of about 70 souls, Relative to the extent of the total 
population Antwerp appears to have the largest number of Jewish inhabitants, It 


must be pointed out, however, that the great majority of the Jews of Brussels live — 


within the city proper, the total population of which in 1876 was 183,080 as against 
201,768 in the suburbs, The minister of the congregation at Antwerp informs me 
that a very large increase has taken place in the numbers of the Jewish residents of 
that city within the last few years. In addition to the towns already mentioned 


there are others in which a few coreligionists reside ; but they are not strong enough, 


numerically, to form congregations, 


The position of the Belgian Jews with reference to the rest of the population is 
an exceedingly favourable one. They do not appear to encounter the slightest pre- 
judice on the part of their neighbours, In this respect, and as regards civil and 
political liberty, they enjoy the same happy lot as their French coreligionists, The 
highest offices in the commune and in the State are open to them, and the Jews have 
not been unmindful of the opportunity thus offered to them of usefulness and dis. 
tinction, Two Jews have seats in the Senate : MM, Montefiore Levy and Ferdinand 
Bischoffsheim, The latter was elected, after a fierce competition, to the seat occu. 
pied by his late father, M. Jonathan Bischoffsheim, whose death a few months since 
Was 60 great a loss, not only to the Belgian Jews, but tothecountryin general, There 
are no Jewish members of the Lower House. M. Leopold Wiener is Burgomaster of 
Boitsfort and Watermael, and a member of the Provincial Council of Brabant. 
MM, Henri Levy and Sam, Wiener occupy minor positions on the judicial bench, A 
few Jews have attained to positions of distinction in the army, Considering the 

smallness of the Jewish population and the circumstance that Belgium, as it is, has 
only existed fifty years, it cannot be said that Jews do not fill a sufficiently large 
place in public life, It must not be forgotten that the majority of our Belgian 
coreligionists are not Belgians at all, but have migrated from Holland or Germany.

The prohibition, as has lately been pointed out in the Sid 
Chronicle, conflicts very sharply with Jewish sentiment in Belgium, Liberals = 
our coreligionists are, they are yet Jews, and cannot wholly divest themselves of that 
desire for a separate burial of their dead, which is deeply impressed on the J ewish 
heart. They are thus forced back upon an evasion of a law of which. in principle, 
they approve ; and, while they are active adherents of the party of which secularizas 
tion is the distinctive cry, they practically show their disapproval of it in their 
arrangements with regard to burial, The late M. Bischoffsheim was far more cop. 
sistent, Feeling that he could not, in his own case, logically set aside a principle 
of which he was a prominent exponent, he purchased a family-vault in one of the 
Brussels cemeteries, and left express instructions that he should be interred in it, 
He further directed that the religious rites customary among Jews should be pers 
formed at his funeral. The result was anomalous, A Jew was buried in a nop. 
Jewish cemetery, and the interment was accompanied by the traditional Hebrew 
service, That the majority of Belgian Jews would voluntarily leave similar direc- 
tions is not to be thought of fora moment. But there can be little doubt that the 
anomaly I have referred to will in time become general in Belgium, Svoner or later 
the Jews will have to yield to force majeure, and indiscriminate burial will be a 
matter of actual practice for them, as well as an article of political creed, 
Their political sympathies make them acquainted, too, with strange companions, 
Eminently a religious sect they have for their allies in public matters a large 
number of men who are avowed Atheists. In no country is Atheism more aggres- 
sive than it is in Belgium, Men are not simply unreligious; they carry on an. 
open warfare with Religion, and with Religion in every shape. It must be confessed 
that they reserve their most bitter hostility for Roman Catholicism, which not 
only represents to them the most benighted form of superstition. Dut 
is closely associated with the political creed directly opposed to their own 
But the truth remains that Religion in the abstract obtains no small share of their 
contempt and enmity, and these feelings are, of course, confined to the Liberals, 
The party, it is true, is not exclusively made up of men holding these views, A 
large proportion consists of Anti-Catholics, pure and simple—of men who oppose the 
Catholics either because of their special form of religion, or because of their retro- 
grade political tendencies, or on both grounds, But the Jews. with their religious 
sympathies, are in the anomalous position of having to work with the Atheistic. a 
well as with the more moderate, members of the party. and to fight in the political 


arena shoulder to shoulder with men who are their avowed antagonists on religious 
questions, 
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Whether the growing feeblencss of religious sympathies among the Brussels 
Jews—to refer exclusively to the Jews of the capital—is a consequence of this poli- 
tical association it is impossible tosay. But I should not bea trustworthy chroniclet 
were I not to mention the undoubted fact that such feebleness exists. The one safe 
index of the strength of religious sentiment among Jews is the attendance at the 
synagogue on Sabbaths. Judged by this test it is not possible to form an altogether 
favourable opinion of Judaism in Brussels. Brussels, with its 2,000 Jews has one 
synagogue; and the number who regularly worship in it is so small as to be 
quite out of proportion to the extent of the Jewish population. There are no 
Chebroth in the city to account for the paucity of the attendance, It cannot be sald 
that the service is not attractive. There are a choir and an organ and a Chazan with 
a splendid voice, Moreover the building is spacious and imposing. A sermon 1s 


- delivered by the Grand Rabbin about once a month ; but he would preach more fre- 


quently, I believe, if thatstep were likely to increase the number of worshippers. Some 
time ago he commenced the practice of preaching on Sabbath afternoons, which is 
followed at the synagogue in the Rue de la Victoire, in Paris ; but the attendance 
was so insignificant that he discontinued preaching after a few weeks. In regard 
to Jewish sympathies, however, the Jews of Brussels will, unquestionably, compare 
favourably with their brethren in other European cities. A branch of the Israelitish 
Alliance of Paris exists in the capital ; and a considerable sum was collected among 
the community for the relief of the Russian refugees a year ago. Of charitable 
institutions I shall have to speak hereafter : but I may say at once that our Brus 
sels coreligionists worthily maintain that character for benevolence which is a= 
ciated with the Jewish race all over the world,
